The people of Newfoundland 
are basically a shy people, I 
made many friends through ny 
outgoing nature, They are 
easy to get along with, very 
friendly and hospitable.

acquired more than $3 mil- 
lion during his lifetime, 

The family moved to 
334 Harvard St. in 1859,

John W.Wood, a gradu- 
ate of Harvard, taught 
machine shop, math and 
physics at Rindge from 
1898 until 1907 when he 
became Headmaster of 
Rindge. Outside of his 
school job, Mr,Wood was 
president of the Harvara 
Teachers. Association and 
president of the Cam- 
bridge Teachers’ Club, He 
has been called "the 
greatest single influence 
on Rindge's development 
and has directed the 
course of its history more 
than any one man," He 
retired in 1950, 


Cecil T,Derry, also a 
graduate of Harvard and 
Phi Beta Kappa there, was 
a teacher of Greek and 
Latin at C.H.L.S., and 
the head of the Latin 
Department for nearly 40 
years, A brilliant teach- 
er and scholar, Mr,Derry's 
favorite quote was "the 
subjects worth teaching 
are those with intellectual 
content," It was his cus- 
tom to give lectures to 
Latin students in the Latin 
Hall (on the 3rd floor) 
concerning ancient Roman 
society, One of Mr,Derry's 
former students, poet E,E, 
Cummings, writes of Derry 
in his autobiography. He 
retired in 1952.
